THE DREADFUL CRY OF A MAN BURNING 
ALIVE. 


“yy God! Help Me! I Am Roasting to 
Death!’’—Herotco Work of Comrades of 
the Doomed Men-—Dragged Out at 
Terrible Risk-—The Liliputian Com- 
pany’s Costly Scenery a Total Loss— 
Trouble in Getting Water on the Fire 
~—Bcenes Never to Be Forgotten. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., April 9.—The Davidson 
Hotel and the Davidson Theater were de- 
stroyed by fire at 4:350’clock this morning. 
Don firemen are known to have perished in 
the flames and there are probably more 
Geaths to de recorded. Six dangerously in- 
Jured persons have been taken to the hos- 
pital, and the list is sure to have additions, 
Doth as to fatalities and wounded, after a 
eomplete reckoning is taken.

THE FIRST FATALITY. 

The first fatality ofthe fire happened de- 
fore the more awful tragedy on the roof. 
Ollie Reis, a fireman, lost his life while 
trying to reach the roof of the 
theater before the roof fell. He 
bad put up a ladder from the northern wing 
of the hotel bullding, which is two stories 
lower than the theater proper, when the 
ladder swayed and he fell with it to the roof 
ofthe wing. He was carried away and died 
in the arms of his comrades. He wee a mem- 
ber of Engine Company No. 3. 

4 FIREMAN’S STORY. 


Assistant Chief Dever, who was among 
those on the roof when the crash came, 
said: 

The members of Engine 2 8 8, 4, 8 
and 14 were on the roof, where the main 
portion of the fre was raging. Suddenly 
without @.moment’s warning tlie roof 
gave wey and down it went with 
allthe men. Third Assistant Chief August 
Janssen was among those who went down 
with the crash. He managed to catch a fire 
escape just as the roof was swaying and held 
on. We have tried all we can to rescue them 
but cannot reach them. Assistant Chief 
Janssen is among those who are missing. I 
think he is buried tn the Gebris.’’ 

John Yeo, pipeman of Company No. 4, was 
stretched out on one of the comfortable cots 
at the Emergency at 6:30 o’clock, frightfully 
injured, but as calm and cool apparently as 
if he had retired for a night’s rest, He said: 

We were all on the roof of the building 
when she sunk with us. There was with me 
Capt: Linehan, Lieut. Freeman, Pipeman 
O'Neill and Pipeman Witte. Oh, but it was 
a terrible thing; I’m afraid some of those 
poor fellows are done for. I never 
saw or heard from them since, 
1 had a wonderful escape. It 
seems almost impossible that I should be 
alive here at this moment, but, thank God, I 
em, owing to the presence of mind I had 
when down in the ruins and the quick 
work of the party who came after 
me, When I struck the bottom 
I was pinned down dy dricks and 
timbers and wiggled around to get loose 
There was flames all around me and plenty 
ofsmoke. My clothing was tangled up with 
something and so I began to strip off my 
clothes, and that’s the way 1 got loose—un- 
dressing myself there in the flames, with the 
ruins piled over me and still falling. Oh, 
man, but it wasa close rub for me, and if 
my back is not broken I may de all right. 
Anyway I hope lI shall be saved. My head is 
badly burned and cut. How did I finally 
reach a place of safety? Why, the boys got a 
line to me, I made it fast and was yanked 
over the alley or somewhere. 

WILLIAM CROWLEY'S PERIL. 


andthe men who were not killed began im- 
mediately after the roof fell. Wiliilam Crow- 
ley remained in the ruins alive for sev- 
eral hours, and his comrades put forth 
tremendous exertions to save him. 
There was fire all around him, and 
the spot where he was pinned down was 
kept flooded. Along about 10 o’clock the 
firemen got near enough to him to speak to 
him and were a good deal surprised to find 
him conscious and able totalk. He asked 
his rescuers to be careful and not drown him 
with the streams. He said there was a dead 
man near him, but he did not Knuw who it 
was. After that Crowley’s voice could not 
be heard for some little time and it 
was feared that he had died, but he 
subsequently was able to make himself 
heard again. He said the body near him was 
that of a man who had been drowned. Some 
iron rails were pinioning Crowley down and 
the fremen could not stop throwing water 
on the burning ruins above him for fear that 
the unfortunate man would be burned to 
death. 

An engine was put to drawing water from 
a spot directly under Crowley and in the 
hope that he could be kept alive.’ At noon 
the awful alternative was considered of cut- 
ting off Crowley’s legs to release him, and it 
is said the poor fellow requested this to be 
done. There was ten feet of burning debris 
about the pinioned man. 

At 10:55 Fireman Crowley was released 
from the ruins and taken to the Emergency 
Hospital. He is badly hurt and may die. He 
had been imprisoned for seven hours. 

It seems that the men were not on the roof 
when it collapsed, but were immediately 
under it inthe dining-room and kitchen 
apartments of the hotel. When they were 
at workthe trusses holding up the rooms 
over the auditorium collapsed and let them 
drop into the seething furnace below. 

The origin ofthe fire is unknown. The 

flames were discovered in the meat room ad- 
joining the kitchen of the hotel over the au- 
ditorium of the theater. 

The guests of the Davidson Hotel, which 
occupied a part of the building, were panic- 
stricken and fied from their rooms when the 
alarm of fire rang through the corridors. 
They were really inno danger and had am- 
ple time to get out. None were injured. 


LOSSES OF LILIPUTIANS. 

The Liliputians were playing at the 
theater. The loss. is heavy. 
Bros. of New York, proprietors of Miner’s 
Theater in that city, own the show. It is 
one of the elaborately costumed shows 
onthe road, and its scente property gen- 
erally was considered magnificent. All this 
is gone.

WHAT THE DAVIDSONS LOSE. 
The Davidson Theater was opened in Sep- 
tember, 1691, by the Emma Juch Opera com- 
pany. 
Manager Sherman Brown said,as he stood 
watching the smokecurling up to the studded 
and frescoed cefijng which had been his 
pride: . 
The original cost to John and Alexander 
Davidson was between $350,000 and $400,000. 
The loss of course is mainly on the 
interior.

The Income Tax Denounced asa Scheme 
of Sectional Spoliation. 


DESIGNED ON SOCIALISTIC LINES FOR 


PURPOSES OF CONFISCATION.

It Has No Flace, the Senator Claims, in 
the Policy of the Democratic Party 
and Is of Populist Origin—The Pro- 
posed Measure Compared With the 
McKinley and Mills Bills—The Enact - 
ment of the Wilson Bill Means Cer- 
tain Defeat in the Next General 
Election. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 9.—The event 
of greatest interest in the tariff! discussion in 
the Senate occurred to-day when 
Senator David B. HIII of New 
York took the floor and made 
his opening speech against certain 
features of the Wilson bill, prefacing his ad- 
dress on these points with a violent attack 
onthe administration of President Cleve- 
land. The Senator was especially pointed in 
his reference to what he char- 
acterized as the first and most serious 
blunder of the Administration—the selec- 
tion of Mr. Gresham as Secretary of State. 
Of the proposed revision of the tariff the Sen- 
ator declared that the most objection- 
able features ot the bill now bo- 
tore the Senate were creations 
of the Administration and had no 
part or place in the platform or policy of the 
Democratic party. The income tax, he sald, 
is not only undemocratic, but socialistic and 
a virtual confiscation ofthe property of the 
thrifty in the guise of Government taxes. 

The Senator had an exceptionally fine audi 
ence. Few members of the Senate were ab- 
sent from their seatsand the galleries weré 
well filled, 


“ATTACKING THE ADMINISTRATION. 

„The political revolution, he began, 
*‘*which commenced in 1890 and culminated 
in 1892, was an emphatic expression of the 
popular will n behalf of certain, govern- 
mental policies, Measures and. not me 
were largely the issues involved in that 
movement. Rightly interpreted, it indicated 
the public sentinel in opposition to 
intrenchment upon thijreserved rights of the 
States through odious Federal election laws, 
some proposed and others then existing; it 
voiced the general demand for a discontinu- 


system of silver bullion purchases by the 
Government, instead of the coinage contem- 
plated by the Constitution, a system equally 
a hindrance tothe returnto bimetallism as 
wellasa menacetoasound and stable cur- 
rency; it manifested the desire fora better 
administration of public affairs, greater 
economy in governmental expenditures and 
the exaction ofa bigher official standard in 
the execution of public trusts; it demanded 
a more safe, dignified and consistent foreign 
policy, and it condemned ‘that abuse or per- 
version of the taxing power of the Govern- 
ment whichis known asthe policy of pro- 
tection for protection’s sake alone, and de- 
clared in favor of a tariff for revenue.“ 

He then took up the foreign policy of the 
Administration, saying: It is not denied 
that some mistakes have occurred. Our for- 
eign policy, egpecially that relating to 
Hawall, it must be admitted, has not met 
the expectations yf the people. A sense of 
humiliation pre vailed When the project for 
the restoration of a despised monarch was 
unfolded by the Administration and grat- 
ification ensued when its abandonment or 
failure was reluctantly announced, in- 
fluenced largely by an aroused public senti- 
ment. 

That unfortunate contemplated policy 
was a blunder’ and a blunder is sometimes 
worse than a crime. It was, however, the 
natural consequence which might as well 
have been anticipated from that other mis- 
take in placing the Department of State in 
Sharge of a Republican statesman, distin- 
guished though he may be, whose public 
services have always been identi- 
fled in Opposition tothe Dom- 
ocratic party, who was without sym- 
pathy for its traditions and purposes and 
whose political eonvicttons upon the dis. 
puted public questions of the day, if changed 
at all, are carefully concealed. Itis to be 
regretted that the President should not have 
been able to nd in his own party some safe 
and honored statesmun, in whom he and 
his party could have placed confidence, 
ove of Democratic instincts and training, 
whose management of foreign affairs would 
have refiected credit upon the country 
and would have avoided the promulgation of 
the un-American policy—a departure from 
Democratic precedent—which was sought to 
be forced upon an unwilling people. In this 
view of the situation, our opponents must 
accept some share of the responsibility for 
the blunders committed in other foreign 
affairs. In other respects the administration 
of our Government affords seant grounds for 
criticilsm,’’ :

he President's information was, the 
fore, inaccurate as well as premature. This 
awkward situation was not improved by the 
President’sexpression of gbis ‘desire for the 
success of this measure,’ being a measure 
not yet perfected, a bill in an inchoate state, 

‘*Aside from any question of impropriety 
involved inthe recommendation apd while

„This bill,’’ sald Mr. Hill, ‘‘nelther follows 
the recommendations of the President and 
the Secretary of the Treasury as to the Kind 
of income tax desired noras to the amount 
or rate the tax Itself. 

“The President, preferring to be specific 
but cautious, recommended simply ‘a 
small taxes upon incomes.’

ter how large the excess may be. 

„„The exemption of incomes of $4,000 he re- 
arded as indefensible. Such a tax being 
argely of foreign origin, and having been 

imported into this country and injected into 
this bill, it might be expected that the ex- 
emptions would follow foreign precedents. 
Prussia only tolerates an exemption of $225. 
In Germany the exemption varies from $70 
to $600, In Denmark it is $115 and in Austria 
$113 amd in England $750. Yet here the pro 
ose exemption is to be the liberal sum of-

No American statesman of rank, except

Closing his discussion of this part of the

57. LOUIS TO, HAVE AN EXTENDED 
SUMMER RUNNING MEETING. 


Will Clash With Washington Park and 
Probably the Tracks Across the River 
—Champion Oarsman Gaudaur’s Move- 
ments—Dargers of Early Base Ball 
Games—Sporting News of All Kinds. 


It has been the prevailing impression in 
turf circles that the coming Fair Grounds 
spring and summer meeting would continue 
to the opening of Washington Park, Chicago, 
June 23, but the fact that Judge Joseph J. 
Burke, now in New York, was wired Satur- 
day for his terms up to July 4, shows that a 
more extended meeting is contemplated than 
ig generally supposed. By running after 
June 28 the Fair Grounds will clash with 
Washington Park, and as Mr. Burke has 
already accepted an offer from the Chi- 
cago track it will, of course, be im- 
possible for St. Louis to secure his 
services after June 23. He has no doubt 
notified the new Fair Grounds management 
of this fact, but will certainly be here in the 
meantime. Mr. Burke is one of the leading 
racing judges onthe American turf, having 
presided for years at Guttenburg, Saratoga 
and Washington Park. Last season was his 
first experience in the stand at the Fair 
Grounds. He came West with Starter Cald- 
welland the pair worked together like a 
plece of machinery. Burke and Caldwell 
usually travel in pairs and it will not be 
much ofa surprise to see them come to St. 
Louls together again. 

The faet that the new Fair Grounds man- 
a gement intends to give an extended meet- 
ing this spring, will, undoubtedly, cause 
consternation in the ranks of the track 
magnates across the river. President Ul- 
man ofthe East Sidetrack stated Saturday 
that he did notthink the Fair Grounds was 
entitled to any seventy-eight days, without 


oppos‘tion—forty-elght in the spring and 
thirty in the fall—and he wouldcertainly ob- 
ject to a close down for such a period. 

„The Illinois Legislature may close us en- 
tirely next winter, and lam in for making 
hay while the sun shines, said Ullman. 
„After giving the Fair Grounds seventy or 
eighty of the dest days inthe year we must 
split the remainder with Madison, and I for 
one don't see how we stand a show to make 
money under such an arrangement.

LEGITIMATE RACING. 


The Memphis Epring Meeting Will Be In- 
augurated To-Day. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 9.—The spring meet- 
ing at Montgomery Park begins to-day, and 
Memphis is filled up with strangers. There 
are about 700 horses quartered at the track, 
among them some notables in the ranks of 
equine aristocracy; for instance, Clifford, Yo 
Tambien, Maid Marian, King Lee, Ray S., 
Vassal, Buckrene (winner of the Arkansas 
Derby), Lazzarone and about 100 


youngsters bred in the purple. The meeting 
will last fifteen racing days: All purse and 
selling events will de for 8400, of which $75 goes 
to second, and $25tothird.

The report of the State Board of Equali- 
zation goes to the root of a monstrous 
in the matter of the assess- 
ment property for taxation. 
The subject is of vital im- 
portance to the people of the State and 
has long demanded the frank and cour- 
ageous treatment that the present board 
has given it. 

The gross abuses which prevailin the 
method of assessing property 
common noto-

have been matters of 
riety. They have occasioned great 
inequalities and injustices and are 
the original source of nearly all the taxa- 
tion and revenue ills from which the mu- 
nicipalities: zd counties of the State suffer. 

Each gor has been practically a law 
unto “bimself under the prevail- 
ing system and tbe result has 
been as the board states, differences 
in the assessment of personal property of 
the same class of from 20 to 250 per eent 
andinreal property of from 40to75 per 
cent. 

Universal under-valuation has forced the 
gradual increase of the tax rate, which has 
aggravated the injustice arising from ine- 
qualities of assessment. In some parts 
of the State the assessment hag lost 
all semblance of rule and is mere guess 
work or is governed entirely by the in- 
fluence of the property owner with 
the assessor. In the case of assessors 
who seek re-election the potency of this 
pull may be imagined. In some places 
undervaluation renders the revenues in- 
sufficient and in othersa ju st valuation 
yields a surplus and isa hardship on the 
tax-payers. 

The board suggests the proper remedy— 
assessment on the basis of the actual 
money value of the property. This 
is the law and the only just rule. 
It gives a sound basis of taxation 
and fairly distributes the burden among 
all taxpayers. When the assessments are 
marked up the rate can be adjusted to rev- 
enue needs.

the large retail merchants, Upto within the 
last year or 60 the stores remained open un- 
tus and 9 p. m. every week day and Satur- 
Gays 10 to 11 p. m., and in many instances on 
Sunday mornings, thereby curtailing the 
liberty and enjoyment of this class of people 
and perpetuating a system of white slavery 
more deplorable than the slave days of old. 

Most of the merchants, however, recognize 
the fact that if all close early the vol- 
ume of business rema Rh same 
and their evenings se devoted 
to home enjoyments, thereby benénitin not 
alone the clerks but themselves as well. If 
the public will practice a system of pur- 
chasing zoods before 6:30 p. m., Saturday ex- 
cepted, and cease purchasing goods on Sun- 
day, thus destroying the demand for late 
closingand Sunday opening, they wiil ma- 
tertally assist a wortny and deserving class 
of public servants., 

The agreement in force now between the 
clerks and the stores that close is probation- 
ary, and depends entirely whether all close 
or not to be effectual. I therefore earnestly 
appeal to all, in buying clothing, shoes, 
furnishing yoods and hats to do so before 
6:30 p. m., and to those who cannot buy 
within the hoursof 6:30 aud 7:30 Saturday 
evening the stores remajn open until 10 p. m. 
for their convenience. Taking into consider- 
ation the fact that these respective 
occupations are very unhealthy and 
coupied with long and tedious 
hours, I thing the clerks are 
perfectly justified in an organized effort to 
protect, notalone themselves, but those mer- 
chants who sympathize with them to the ex- 
tent of closing their places of business. 

The declared principles of the Retail 
Clerks’ National Protective Association is to 
work for the shortening of the hours of labor, 
abolition of Sunday opening by the enforce- 
ment of State laws, abolition of child labor 
in stores and factories, establishment of ben- 
eficilary funds for sick members and many 
Other laudable designs looking toward the 
improvement of the moraland intellectual 
status of all retail clerks.
